Probably one of the saddest things to come along 
these days is theft Anyone who has ever had anything 
stolen from them knows how terrible it is. because no 
matter how minor the article, it was still yours and 
you had a reason for having it. 
Any kind of theft is bad. but some are worse than 
others Stealing from organizations that benefit other 
people has to be the bottom of the barrel It happens 
quite a bit in this country People steal from others 
who are even less fortunate than they are. 
Take, for example, the Goodwill Industries of 
Central Indiana 
As an experiment. Bill Piper, 
collection representative for Goodwill around Central 
Indiana, has been making surveillances on the 
Goodwill deposit centers, to try and curtail theft from 
the yellow and blue boxes 
In one of Piper’* experiments, he placed an iden 
tifiable bicycle at one location in Indianapolis, and 
placed a marked Goodwill vehicle about fifty feet 
away from the box and waited to see what happened. 
In a very short time, the bicycle was picked up by 
someone and taken away. Piper followed the man to 
his home and asked for the return of the bike Having 
been caught in the act. the man returned the bike 
without creating any kind of a disturbance Piper took 
the bike back to the box. 
What happened next** It is not hard to guess An­ 
noyer citizen started to take the bike A minister 
from across the street approached the person and 
asked that the bike be put back where it was. 
And. of course, a short time later, a third person, 
this time with a pick up truck, loaded the bike and 
was preparing to leave Piper had to stop the man 
before he got away. 
In just one and one-half hours, three different 
people took it upon themselves to appropriate a 
bicycle that not only wasn’t theirs in the first place, 
but one that had been donated for the training benefit 
of the thousands of handicapped wot kern at Goodwill 
After the third attempt, Piper gave up cm his ex­ 
periment, and decided to take the bike back before 
someone had damaged it beyond repair. The bike had 
been damaged just from the constant handling of 
those who had been trying to take it. 
It is sad to think that thieves, in their effort to get 
anything for nothing, would steal from a drop box of 
the Goodwill Industries 
Goodwill has dedicated 
themselves to helping those who are less fortunate 
than others by giving them work and making them 
feel they are an important person in this world It is 
really sad 
There are, of course, ways to curb this kind of 
acUvity. especially with Goodwill lf you have an item 
to donate, and you know it is too large to fit in the drop 
box. call Goodwill They have a free home pick up 
service and it doesn t cost you a dime All it does ut 
give some handicapped worker something to keep 
him busy And it is a good way to insure that your 
item will make it to Goodwill, instead of winding up 
on someone * back porch who thought they fright like 
it just a little bit better

PITTSBURG H (U F I) — For Dick Hughes 
who sometimes broke down in tears helping 
Indochina war orphans become shoeshme 
boys to earn a living, there are three 
Vietnam* 
First, there is the Vietnam of children — 
like Tang, the little boy whom Hughes met 
after arriving in Saigon "to help the people” 
in 1968 He also met Be, who was supporting 
his two sisters by (legging, and Hung, who 
did the same for his mother and father, until 
his father died 
In this Vietnam, Hughes. 33, established 
the Shoeshine Boy Foundation, which gave 
Tang. Be and Hung a place to sleep, food to 
eat and a living to make 
"W hat's 
your 
name’ 
Where 
do 
you 
work'*” Those were the questions Tang 
curiously put to Hughes 
"I had just come 11.(IOU miles, here I was 
in the middle of Saigon and this little boy 
comes up to me and says something in 
English You can imagine my surprise But 
naturally, you are immediately drawn to 
someone like that.” 
One day Hughes told Tang and other 
drifters they could sleep at his apartment if 
they ever needed to Thus the beginning of 
Shoeshine Boys, which eventually aided 
16.000 orphans in eight years of operation, 
enlisted the support of actor Dustin Hoffman 
and received contributions from thousands 
at Americans 


The kids called Hughes "Anh Dick,” which 
is 
affectionate 
Vietnamese 
for 
"older 
brother Dick.” 
Second, there is the Vietnam after Saigon 
fell to the Communists in April 1976 
Because of his reputation, the new regime 
allowed 
Hughes 
to 
live 
a 
"normal” 
existence "They always thanked me for my 
work,” he said 
"District by district, hamlet by hamlet, 
they are deciding what to do for themselves 
The government opened up a center in each 
district to handle the street children, to do 
what we were doing I felt the chidren were 
in good hands" 
So Hughes left Vietnam in August with the 
last few Americans to exit. 
Thus, the future is Hughes third Vietnam 
"IT I always be involved in Vietnam," he 
said "Vietnam belongs to the Vietnamese 
Some people lost their arms, some their 
eyes, legs, some even their sanity. Our 
obligation is above and beyond money We 
should take the initiative ” 
Hughes is closing down the Shoeshine Boys 
Foundation and plans to discuss his ideas 
with its contributors 


Living close to death makes you realize 
how short life is," Hughes explained "They 
don’t want to spend the rest of their live* 
chasing Americans They are not willing to 


forget, but to forgive My presence there 
was the greatest proof of th at"

subsidies for livestock feed shipping costs.

crops and a limited federal crop insurance 
program. 
This year's drought in aome parts of the 
country, however, has been followed by a 
revival of complaint* that existing ald 
programs are inadequate In the wake of 
these 
rom plaints, 
congressional 
f a r m 
leader* have indicated that consideration of 
a new disaster aid plan may get major 
attention as part of an omnibus farm biU 
due for action in early 1977 
One new proposal 
for 
improving the 
system was unveiled recently by Edwin A 
Jaenke. a Kenned) Johnson era Agriculture 
I department official and former head of the 
Farm Credit Administration, who is now a 
private consultant in Washigton 


Jaenkea plan, published by the Senate 
Agriculture Committee in a wideranging 
collection of farm policy proposals, calls for 
a new 
"comprehensive natural disaster 
insurance program ” 


The idea la not new Agriculture Secretary 
Earl But! earlier had suggested replacing 
the current patchwork collection of disaster* 
aid programs with a single national crop 
insurance system for major crops 


Jaenke's plan however, spells out a new 
insurance plan in considerable detail 
Under the proposal, he Baya. farmers 
would hr allowed to buy insurance coverage 
against risks including droughts and floods 
for up to one Third of their plantings of any 
major crop 
The government then would 
match the farmer's purchase 
In other words, Jaenke explained, if a 
farmer decided to insure one third of hts 
acreage of com or wheat, the government 
would pay the premium for 
insuring a 
second one third, and the grower would have 
coverage on a total of two thirds of his crop 
lf the producer wanted more limited 
coverage, he could buy a policy for some 
lesser amount - 20 per cent, for example, 
The 
government

cent, giving him total coverage of 40 per 
cent 
Jaenke said premium rates would be 
based on 
sound actuarial experience” for 
each (orality The amount of coverage a 
farmer could buy would be baaed on Ute 
number of acres he intended to plant and 
average per acre yields in his neighborhood 
Also the farm expert said. the program 
would contain a feature allowing the farmer 
to buy protection against the possibility that

in his 1976 76 Pick s Currency Yearbook 
that details IOO leading monetary units, 
including a lengthy section on gold. Pick, 
considered the had boy of currency circles. 
said, "Fo r 40 years various administrations 
in the United States have tried to eliminate 
gold from the minds of Americans " 
This strategy, he said, was based on the 
idea of enhancing the U S dollar and at the 
same time "making gold more or less 
unnecessary 
in 
the 
management 
o I 
America's economy.” 
In an interview, Pick predicted not only 
that this strategy is doomed to failure, but 
that the U S dollar will collapse and the 
government issue a new currency pegged 
one-to ten on the present one 
He said the change will occur "in an 
orderly 
manner,” 
hut 
assets 
of 
some 
Americans will be immediately devalued, 
"and many people will be wiped out." 
"The Western world is pressing further td 
reduce ail money values, a procedure that 
will take a few more years during which the 
law-abiding bourgeois will see its monetary 
assets wiped out." Pick said 


Pick, who has his office wallpapered with 
a special design ol the U S Confederate 
dollar and the French "Assignat," a script 
used during the French revolution, said 
these two "worthless" currencies are a 


reminder that the destiny of a country s 
rulers is determined by its currency 
He said the debasement of the United 
States dollar, which began after World War 
ll, must be stopped As America became the 
number-one power of the globe, Pick said, 
her 
dreams 
of 
full 
employ mein 
and 
continued economic growth ‘Ted to the 
deification of spending more money than the 
nation takes in ” 
Consequently, more paper money was 
created in various forms - from banknotes, 
to goverment bonds, to credit 
facilities 
provided by central banks, and to billions in 
Eurocurrencies 
"Since gold cannot be printed, this theory 
demanded an end to gold as an international 
currency medium." Pick said 
' But they must realize that a sound dollar 
in one of the few relatively free countries 
left in the world, is more important than any 
political considerations." he said. 
Pick said the trend accelerated in mid 
1976 after the dollar devaluations in 1971 and 
1973, and the restoration of legal gold 
ownership in the United States, when "the

became

campaign " 
Pick said, however, there already 
is 
movement back to gold, in the opposition of 
many countries to the IMF' sales 
He said the Soviet Union has in the 
planning stage issuance of a gold ruble, and 
there "is a danger some European nations 
may link with this currency." 
Pick studied the theory of currency in 
F^urope. and has devoted his life to his 
theories on world currency He was on the 
Nazi kill list for his activities in managing 
finances for the F'rench Resistance during 
the war. He said he ha* probably been on 
more blacklists than any other investment 
adviser for his theories on money
